Inasmuch as the laws of 
Penn 


sylvama authorize the courts to grant 
luenses to manufacture and sell spirit- 
uo s liquors on certain specified con 
ditions, as a law abiding citizen I bon 
before the majests of the law al 
though, if an opportunity were given 
me to vote on the question I would 
say so 
But I have this to say of these 


laws that they are a curious medley—in 
fact a patch-work affair—and for this 
reason the courts are seemingly unable 
to agree upon the construction of 
them 
But there can be no misunder 


standing of tre act which declares, 
"any person vrilfully furnishing in- 
toxicating drinks by sale, gift or 
otherwise, to any person of known in 
temperate habits to a minor or to an 
insane person for use as a beverage 
shall be held, taken and deemed a mis 
demeanor and upon Conviction thereof 
the offender shall be fined not less thin 
8oO and undergo an imprisonment of 
not less than ten dajs nor more thin 
sixty days ' The same punishment is 
provided for any person vtho nilfulh 
gives intoxicating drinks to a man 
when drunk 
The courts have decided 


that minors can be convicted of fur 
nishing liquor to minors or old per 
sons 


The persons to whom licenses ire 


granted may be divided into clisses— 
the one class wno strictly obey the 
laws, the other cliss who wilfullj dis 
obey them 
For the former class I 


have a high respect ind manj of them 
are my warm personal friends 
Of the 


latter class I will speak later and anj 
thing that I may say denunciatory of 
them for their violation of the lans 
has no application to those who obey 
the laws 
It must be admitted that 


tnere is a certain odium existing in 
the minds of a great number of good 
citizens against licensed tavern keep 
ers who persistently and wilfully vio 
late the laws in selling whiskey, etc 
to habitual drunkards and bo} s and the 
reason for this is that these persons ire 
locked upon bj thecommunitv is crim- 
inals who think they ought to be in 
jail 
Owing to the impossibility of as 


certaming who are the guilty parties 
in order to secure their conviction and 
imprisonment the odium which at 
taches to them is naturally transferred 
to hotel keepers as a class 
Most cer 


taialy this is unfair and unjust 
But 


I can only see one waj in v> hich to 
remedy this wrong 
And that is for 


the respectable and lav* abiding hotel 
keepers instead of being hostile to the 
temperance people to co operate with 
them in exposing those who "violate 
the laws so that their license maj be 
revoked and that thereby they maj be 
driven out of a business which they 
disgrace 
This course of the law 


abiding hotel keepers viould relieve 
them from all possible reproach and at 
once elevate them and their business 
m the estimation of all good citizens

All bible scholars agree on this con- 
struction 
The mad who kills himself 


drinking whiskey or smoking cigar 
ettes is a self-murderer 
The man who 


sells or gives whiskey to a drunkard 
or a boy is, in like manner, a murderer 
Remember what Jesus m referring 
to-the sixth commandment, said 'That 
whosoever is angry with his brother 
without a cause shall be in danger of 
the judgment 
Now if to be angry 


with your brother is inceptive murder 
how much greater must be the incep 
tive murder in giving children whiske\ 
and cigirettes to start them on the 
downward road to perdition 


I love boys and I look upon them as 


the future hope, stay and bulwaik of 
the nation, and when I see a boy of six 
years of age smoking a cigarette and 
another boy a little older drunk and 
reeling on the street and the town 
lock up lilled night after night with 
besotted boys my indignation arises 
within me and I cannot repress mj ab 
horrence of the system that tolerates 
such wicked, hurtful and diabolical 
crimes, and my hottest condemnation 
of the human ghouls who supply the 
boys with these death dealing poi 
sons 
Therefore, in view of the temp 


tations of whiskey and cigarettes to 
which all bo>s are subject and which 
are like "the pestilence that walketh 
in darkness " and the destruction that 
wasteth at noon day, ' it is incumbent 
upon all Christian people, and especi 
ally parents, to w atch the boys closely 
and incessantly so that they do not fall 
on the wayside 
L nder these circum- 


stances I am clearly and decidedly of 
the opinion that the best w iy to guard 
and protect them is to induce them to 
sign a pledge to abstain entirely from 
drinking intoxicating liquors or s,mok 
ing tobacco or cigarettes 
But per

POLITICS AND JURY 


COMMISSIONERS. 


The efforts m&de by Congressman 


Reynolds, through aad by his person- 
ally supervised and editorially conduct- 
ed organs, 
the 
Bed/onZ 
Inquirer 


and the Everett Republican, to make 
political gossip out of the uniortunata 
quashing cf the array of jurors, at 
April sessions of our court, will not 
mi»!eid the thinking people of Bed- 
ford county; nor will they divert tbe 
people from a proper consideration of 
Mr. Reynolds and hit record as a man, 
«a a politician, and a? a representative 
of tha common people, as well as the 
attorney aid representative in congress 
of the railroad corporations. 
The 


quashing of tte array of 'jurors, we 
presume, was & legal act, dens ard 
performed by the court after due aid 
judicial investigation and considera- 
tion. 


The jury commise'oiera, one a Re- 


publican and one a Democrat—just as 
the law directs—were sworn in open 
c'urt and gave, we pretume, an honest 
and straightforward account of the 
manner in which they had performed 
their ofBcial duties. Their testimony 
did not reveal a single fact, which has 
not been well known and understood 
for years by every man, who takes any 
interest whatever in public affairs. 


Divested of all cobwebs, what are 


the plain and honest facts? It was 
agreed iy the jury commissioners that 
600 jurors should be self c'.ed and their 
Dimes put in the jary wheel for the 
year 1906. Mr. Williams, the Eepub- 
h'cm jury commissioner, was to select 


500, 
and Mr. Diebl, the DamocraUc 


jury commissioner was to select 300. 
In pursuance of their agreement, and 
in accordance with a custom strictly fol- 
lowed for over twenty-five years,they set 
abcnt to secure each the name, occupa- 
tion and residence of three hundred 
citizens of Bedford county, competent 
to serve as jircrs. They wrote and 
consulted with these political friends 
in each township and borough in the 
county, and from them received lists of 
citizanf, as above dencribed, from 
which they selected the number or 
quota that had been allotted to er ch of 
fie townships and boroughs. In their 
t?stimony, under the binding obliga- 
tions of thsir ca'hs, Mr. Williams 
frankly testified that he endeavored to 
celcc". "only good RepntlicanE;" and 
with f qial frankness Mr. Diehl tett fl- 
ed that ha endeavored to select "gocd 
Demccrtts," but, because quite a num- 
ber of Lincoln Republicans had voted 
with the Democrats, for the Fusion 
ticket, representing both tbe Demo- 
cratic and Lincoln ptr'.ies, he had 
•elected a fair representation from 
•kid Lincoln party; he also testified 


that ha had selected a lair represent 
tion from the voters of the Sccialii 
party. 


In plain words, Mr. Williams selects 


three hundred jurors from the Mi 
chine Republican voters, and M 
Diehl selected three hundred from th 
Democratic, the L'ncoln and the Si 
cialist voters. 


Now-, in the name of common sense 


could a list of six hundred jurors b 
more fairly selected? Rsmember, tha 
the law relative to jury eommissionei 
was. enacted in order to bring about 
representation of all pirties in the se 
lection of jurors, and it expressly pro 
vides that the two jury commissioner 
must not be members of the same polttica 
part)/. 


Prior to the present law governin 


the election of jury commissioners an 
prescribing their duties, the juror 
were selected by the county commis 
sioners and the sheriff. 
The cosae 


quence was that in Republican eour 
ties, all the jurors were Republicans 
and no Democrat could expect to b 
honored by seleclion as a juror; and i:

What ix a comet'; T> to the time of 


the r.eis:i,.ssuuce a comet was univer- 
sally supposed to be a vapor in the at- 
mosphere, presaging pestilence, wars 
and the death of kings. The Danish as- 
tronomer Tycho Brahe was the first to 
show that comets lay in the celestial 
spaces beyond our atmosphere, and 
Newton pryved that the_heads of com- 
ets obeyed the law of gravitation, like 
other celestial bodies. 


We can now say with considerable 


assurance that a comet's head consists 
of a swarm of meteors surrounded and 
interspersed with, a gaseous atmos' 
phere which renders it luminous and 
therefore visible by continuous Inter- 
nal discharges. When the atmosphere 
disappears and the discharges cease 
the head becomes invisible, and the 
comet becomes a simple meteor swarm. 


The most puzzling thing abont_a 


comet has always been its tail, anxl It 
is only within recent years that we 
have begun to know enough about mat- 
ter in a finely divided state to be able 
to offer any satisfactory explanation 
for it. Its most obvious peculiarity is 
that it does not obey the law of gravi- 
tation. 


That the tail is gaseous is clearly 


proved by the spectroscope, the banded 
spectrum having been traced to a dis- 
tance of 3,000,000 miles from the head 
of Swift's comet (1S92. I). 


According t3 the modern theory of 


electricity, the sun is a negatively 
charged body, from whose surface 
vast numbers of minute bodies called 
corpuscles are bpmg constantly re- 
pelled at velocities not far from 100,000 
miles per second. 
These corpuscles, 


electrons, or ions, ns they are some- 
times nampil, arc rather crudely called 
negative eler-tricily. Those corpuscles 
that strike 1Ii(> comet Immediately at- 
tach thomsulvos lo the i^nspons mole- 
cules surrounding the lic-iid, charging 
them negatively and causing them to 
be repelled at high sponl not only from 
the outer nnlt-cules forming the head, 
but particularly from the direction of 
the negatively chiirepd sun. The suc- 
cessive envelopes sometimes seen sur- 
rounding the nnclroii of a comet may 
indicate either samp special activity 
going on within the comet itself or 
they may indicate tlio effect of succes- 
sive waves of corpuscles shot out from 
the sun. 


A comet's tail may therefore be de- 


scribed as n current of gaseous par- 
ticles reccai.ig from the head, each par- 
ticle or molecule carrying n negative 
electric charg'. 
-V certain amount of 


impalpable ilnst of a particular grade 
of fineness probably accompanies the 
gaseous stream. 
In at least one case 


this dust was invent in sufficient 
quantities lo m-»'l;i'-o an appreciable 
effect, but it rtH lint e.-Uend to the ex- 
treme end of the la'l.-Professor W. H. 
Pickering In I[ inter's Mugazine.

They Are Never Worn imd Are Sot 


Intended to Be Worn. 


The most famous hat in the world is 


never worn and is not intended to be 
worn. 
Yet it is not a freak hat or 


merely a hat turned out to show what 
a certain factory can do. It is the car- 
dinal's hat, the symbol of a cardinal's 
dignity in the Catholic church, 'and 80 
completely is it the mart of that dig- 
nity that "to receive the hat" Is every- 
where used as meaning that a person 
has been advanced to tbe cardiualate 
of the Roman church. 


The cardinal's hat is of scarlet cloth 


lined with scarlet silk. It is round and 
very flat, with practically no depth 
and no place to fit on the crown of the 
head. On each side of what serves as 
a crown are red silk cords, holding fif- 
teen red bell shaped tassels. 
These 


hang down on either side of where the 
cardinal's cheeks would be if he could 
wear his hat and are arranged in five 
rows, the first row having one ball, the 
second row two balls, the others three, 
four and five respectively. 


To confer this hat calls for a stately 


ceremony. If the newly chosen cardi- 
nal lives out of Italy a papal ablegate 
is sent to him to confer the red berretta 
and the pall, but he does not receive 
the hat except from the pope himself. 
When the new cardinal reaches Rome, 
which he must do within a year after 
he receives the berretta, the pope ap- 
points a day for actually conferring 
the bat. A public consistory is held, 
attended by the pope and by all the 
cardinals in Rome; mass Is sung, the 
new cardinal lying flat on his face 
while prayers and lessons are read; 
•then he is led by two attending cardi- 
nals back to the hall of the consistory, 
where with many prayers the pope 
himself rests the hat ou his head, say- 
ing: 


"Receive this red hat 
It signifies 


that even to death and the shedding of 
blood thou ehouldst show thyself in- 
trepid for the exaltation of the holy 
faith, the peace and repose of Chris- 
tian people, the Increase and mainte- 
nance of the holy Roman church." 


Then the cardinal kisses the pope's 


foot, and his holiness retires. The car- 
dinal then exchanges the kiss of peace 
with all the other cardinals, who then, 
turn by turn, make visits of congratu- 
lation to him as he sita in his chair. 


This red hat was given first in 1245 


by Innocent IV. at the council of Lyon. 
Even when a cardinal gets his hat It is 
of no use to him so long as he is alive. 
Only after his death is it used. It may 
be permissible, but not importantly 
useful, to wonder where it Is kept 
meantime, but at the cardinal's death 
it Is brought out and laid on his emi- 
nence's bier, at his feet, and when the 
funeral and entombment are over the 
red hat is hung up over the place of 
interment In the cathedral church.— 
Hat Review.

die Canine Police of Ghent Are a 


Strong Factor In the Suppression of 
Crime—The Work They Do and the 
Way They Are Trained For It. 


Every one is familiar Tvith the im- 


portant part wliich tile dog plays In 
tbe domestic economy of Belgium. 
Anytliing and everything -which falls 
to tlio part of donkey or horse in other 
lands is done willingly and cheerfully 
by these little creatures. But their use 
as servants does not stop with these 
ordinary duties, which can be perform- 
ed by animals of no high intelligence. 
The Belsian dog lias become a recog- 
nized member of the police force, and 
since his entry into this fleld of action 
crime in tha particular districts which 
are patrolled by him is said to have 
diminished two-thirds. 


This fact needs some explanation. 


Ghent is not only pierced by canals, 
but is surrounded by rich farms anc? 
land as well ns by luxuriant market 
and horticultural gardens. 
The city 


does a larire trade in flowers and bulbs. 
The dock loafers and floating popula- 
tion that shipping always brings are 
tempted to innumerable petty thefts, 
while the extent of the gardens and 
fields and the isolation of some of the 
farms make it extremely difficult for 
the authorities to cope with them sin- 
gle handed. In the hope of checking 
crime and robbery the chief commis- 
sioner of police obtained the services 
of dogs. He most carc*ully arranged 
every detail of their training, which is 
done entirely by kindness, and it is 
satisfactory to know that any member 
of the force would be Instantly dis- 
missed for striking a dog. 


The methods used in training the 


dogs demand the utmost 
patience. 


Dummy figures are used, made as near- 
ly as possible to represent the thieves 
and dangerous persons they may be 
likely to meet. The dog is taught to 
seek, to attack, to seize, to hold, but 
without hurting seriously. The first 
step is to place the dummy in such 
a position that it will resemble a man 
seeking to conceal himself. The dog

In 
place of a lehi et lie wears n line wire 
muzzle, wbirh will allow him to drink, 
but not to e.it. This is to prevent him 
from being poisoned. It is fairly loo=e 
and is attached by elastic bands which 
allow it to he instantly snatched off 
tho he.id. In their quarters there Is a 
dressing room, where each dog b^is a 
peg placed beneath his uame and from 
which hauK the collar, muzzle, chain, 
etc., which belong to him. They have 
their private me iical man. who kofps a 
close watch on their health.—Xow Tori 
Herald.

A MOHAMMtuAN FUNERAL, 


Eeremonleft IVith AVhic-h n Bodr I» 


Consisni'd to the Grave. 


When the life of a Mohammedan is 


ebbing inv.iy a distinguished reader of 
the Koran is summoned to recite aloud 
Its chapter on the resurrection, KG that 
the spirit of the peison, ou hearing It, 
may have an easy death. The JJo- 
hammedau believes Unit the vital prin- 
ciples of the whole system are concen- 
trated in the heart, when death is the 
result. The watchers at the bedside 
also read some pnjsngcs, and then a 
drink of sherbet Is, given to the pa- 
tient to lessen the pangs of death. As 
soon as the spark of life has fled, the 
two groat toea are tied together with 
a thin strip of cloth, the mouth Is 
closed, and incense is burned near the 
body. 


The interment follows a few hours 


after death. The "washers" are men 
and women who wash and shroud the 
body and dig a hule in tho earth to 
hold the water, so that it cannot spread 
very much, as it is considered unlucky 
to tread on this water. The washing is 
a great cerenrony. and when finished 
the body is shrouded with even more 
ceremony. If there is a widow of the 
deceased, .she returns the dowry her 
husband had given her. If the deceas- 
ed's mother is present, she says, "The 
milk with which I suckled thee I freely 
bestow upon thoe." Thus she resigns 
the debt of the deceased to her. "When 
flowers have been placed ou the body 
it is carried to the grave on a bier or, 
if the relatives can afford it, in a cof- 
fin. At the grave four creeds are re- 
cited, anj tlie body, with the heau to 
the north and the face looking toward 
Mecca, is laid on its back in its tomb. 
The grave is about seven feet long for 
both sexes, but -the depth for a man is 
measured by the distance between his 
feet and chest; for a woman, between 
her feet and waist. If the body is too 
long for the grave, it is believed that 
the deceased must have been a great 
sinner. 


Before the body is covered the Mo- 


hammedan takes a little e,irUi and, 
throwing it into the grave, says, "We 
created you of earth, and we return 
you to the earth, and we shall raise 
you out of the earth on the day of resur- 
rection." 
Then a mound is built to 


keep the earth in the grave from crush- 
ing the body, and water is sprinkled 
on it in three lines. Special prayers for 
the safe voyage of the deceased are of- 
fered after the burial. As in the case 
of a Hindoo funeral, the poor are not 
forgotten, both remembeiing the needy 
by distributing money, salt, rice and 
wheat among them after the funeral.
